The Student Center is themost 
prominent renovation on cam- 
pus this year. The main floor 
houses a 50 percent larger book- 
store, as well as the new food 
court which features Sub Connection, Pizza Hut, the Selona 
Grill, Freshens Yogurt, and a Starbucks kiosk. The upstairs 
dining center offers students fresher food with the move of 
the kitchen to same floor as the food service, as well as a 
new service area layout. 
Located behind the Student Center will be the new multi- 
purpose auditorium. The new building will host student 
recitals and guest speakers. 
To the delight of many male students, High Rise received 
significant improvements during its renovation over the 
summer, including new furniture, new carpet, and new 
elevators.
